On either aide, fastened to 
to tbese bars in tho Bhapc of a haudle 

■'■'to dn ar.-hehad a system of wooduu 
bars 8 feet long, tho extreme end of 
which was fastened to a cross iJiece, 
secured to the floor by hiuges. Tho 
ax was raised and hoi .1 Lo ' nearly

An oxuui- 
ination of the public accounts shows 
that iihe piece of road in question was 
passed and certified to as properly 
made by a person representing the 
Lands Works Ollico, and that the 
contractor was paid the contract-price 
for work ho did not porforiu. It in 
scarcely necessary for us to state that 
the work was given out and paid for 
by the'late Government. What steps 
the i^resent Chief Commitsioner will 
take in the premises wo are not pre- 
pared to alato, beyond this: that wo 
feel coiifidGiit ho will»act promptly to 
compel the parties blamoable for the 
transaction to bear the expense of 
making the work conform with the 
plans and specifieatioiiH. One or two 
oxamploB made and there would bo 
fewer defaulting contractors and care- 
less or dishonest olUciala.

Foremost in the minds and conversa- 
tions of all lier(> is the extreme high wa- 
ter and the Had havoc caused thereby. Tho 
rl'sQ was gradual at this iilaeo up till noon 
yesterday whoii it had reached a point 
four feet above tho highost jireviously 
witnessed by old residents (which occur- 
red last year.) By evening it l<ad .fillea 
some fix or eight' inchias wuore , it | has 
sinoe romainod. liargo ijuantities of drift 
wood, much being green timber, have 
l>assed down. Some small storehouses ut 
tho front have b(?;n washed away aud 
others are in danger. At Chilliwbaek 
and Sumas tho watur is probably 3 feet 
higher than last year. Many of the set- 
tlers' houses have from 3 to 4 feet of wa- 
ter in them, tho occupants having tied to 
share the houses of those who wore fortu- 
nate eiiougli to bo located on higher 
ground. NiiinbeiH of cattle aud other 
live stock will bo drowned and the de- 
struction to oroi)3 and property very con- 
siderable. At Somas the entiroi valley 
from mountain to mountain is one vast 
sheet of wntcir— probably 8 to 10 miles 
wide, 2 to b! fe<>t duep other than on the 
river bed. The! wagou-rjad abovo hero 
has siill'ereil Heveroly. At many points 
between \>i.\o uud BostcJii Bar on the Fra- 
aer and between L.ytten and Cook's Ferry 
on the Thompson the rood ia submerged. 
Hosts of breaks in tlio walls aud cribbings 
have necurrod and sundry small bridges 
have been curried oil', aiuong the larger of 
which may lie iianu'd (a^ far aa our ad- 
vices carry us) Siska i''lat Bridge, eight 
miles below Ijvtton, .\udinson River 
Bridge at Boston Bar, the vS-milo Bridge 
abovo Yale, and probably the 4 milo 
Hridgt3. Wo have no intoUigonce respect- 
ing tho destrnction of Lyttoii, Spence's 
or ljuesnelle Bridges as eioneously re- 
jjorted a fi^w duys siii<-o. All that is known 
of thorn thus far is suggested by the lind- 
iiig of two sawn timhers about 3x0 con- 
taining bolls roaembliug those used in the 
Quesnello Bridge and which, 'itiS; stated 
by some who profosB to' know, are such 
beyond doubt. Yet they are only a jior- 
ticm of the bracing and may have beiMi 
carried auuy uilbunt necessarily doiaol- 
ishing tho entire structure. Travel be- 
tween hero au<l Boston liar is performed 
on foot, and mails and express are packed 
by Indians over the mountains by a ted*, 
ions aud perilous trail. The telegraph 
lino is submergi'd for a distance of nine 
m.les on Sumas, and for one milo 18 miles 
above 'i'alo; in the llrst iiiataneo over a 
prairii- where there is no chance of glut- 
ting it to high ground, and in lh9 second, 
around a high, bold precipice, where 
there is no chance of getting to it until 
the water subsides. The steamer Eolianco 
reached hero this mnniing demonstrating 
her :iiiperK!i- ca])al.'i!itio.i as a high, as well 
as a low -water boat. The heat on Satur- 
day, tho 17tli iust , was oxoessive, reach- 
ing 104 in tho sbailo. Trees and plants 
wore withered, some to die, others may 
revive. — Com, 

From i)rivnlo advico wo learn that tho 
Fraser was six feet higher at Yale tli.iii iu 
any ]irovio;is year. It wnn Bubsiding at 
last aoceiiiits. Yale and Lyttiui roails are 
damaged to tho extent of thousands of 
dollars. Tho ly-mila post is thought to 
bo 26 feot under water.

A FEW PEACTIQAIi' SUGGliS-

EniTon Colonist. — Your Chilliwhack 
correspondent hiis railed the attention of 
your readers to the deplorable (condition 
of things occasioned oil thiajirairie by the 
Hood; but at tho time ho wrote tho worst 
had not come. Since then the n-ator hiu* 
risen to a height of over four feot beyond 
thehighest point ever boforo reached since 
tho first settlors oaiheans ' But this stato- 
ment .will fail'to oonyejt: apy just idea of 
our present state, to tbpse who havenbver 
been on the prairie at high water season. 
What are the facts? Here ia a stretch of 
[irairie land containing about •10,000 acres 
including tho river and a low trac^t cover- 
ed by a few inches of water called Simias 
Lake. As you justly observe in j'our ex- 
cellent Editorial on the subjoct 'df "Dyk- 
ing tbo ¥tAii^%sti.ifi" there are no richor 
lands in tho world than those embraced 
in tho Eraser Eiver Valley. Of this prairie 
only about 10,000 acres, perhaps not so 
much, are jieremptod or i)nrchn8ed; the 
remainder cannot he occupied as it con- 
tains no points of laud anfflciently high to 
build upon so as to be'ont of reach of the 
high water r-Uit" its- onbnaV'-aVerflov in 
June. But how fares it with those 10,'- 
000 acres already occupied '{ There is just 
now scarcely a foot of this whole extent 
out of water. It is covered to an average 
depth of perhaps at least ten foet. Tho 
dwellings of most of the settlors, built up- 
on tho very highest places on their farms, 
ore invaded by jthe. ieBid^esextidd, and in 
several instance's are ' sibandijned for tbe 
time being. The cattle — wo scarcely know 
what to do with them. They have had to 
feed on tho highest ridges, standing in 
about two feet of water, but now there 
are very few points sufticiently high either 
to afford feed, or to allow ^f their being 
milkedi ~A1I except the niilbh cows have 
been swum off tho prairie altogether, 
to remain on higher ground in tho dis- 
tance until tho watar sholl subside. The 
crops aro completely submerged, which 
means that they are quite destroyed. And 
not only field crops are thus destroyed, 
but every small garden plot on the prai- 
rie as well, involving the'ldsfiidf. potatoes, 
carrots, turnips, cabbages, in short, every 
thing which gives tho summer season an 
advantage ov(^r tho unproductiveness of 
winter. Feiioea on every side have been 
floated off and aro scattered beyond re- 
covery ov«r the vast watery waste. With 
every rising breeze tho water has the swell 
of a sea, and there being no other . .objects 
upon which to gaze, as you look from tbo 
windows of tho dwellings a feeling akin 
to sea-sickness is induced and ono can 
hardly jiorsuiulo himself that tho very 
walls and furniture do not rise and fall 
with tho roll of the waves. Our very 
sleep is disturbed at night by the break- 
ing and dashing of the swells against tbe 
floors underneath and against the sides of 
our houses. Tho damage to roads will, 
in all probaliility, prove to be very great 
when ouco moro dry land appears. Sev- 
eral bridges ore swept awav,eome of tliem 
but recently erected at a considerable 
local cost. Desolation and dreariness 
have ninrped. tbdir svay oref^Our beauti- 
ful prairie, which in its loveliness has 
been pronounced "apark fit for tho gods." 
Thou.-^auda of dollars worth of property 
and crops have been destroyed. Tho de- 
struction occasioned this year alone would 
amount Ui a large percentage of what 
would be the total cost of dyking. What 
is now the hope of the fanner ? There 
can bo none from crops. When the wa- 
ters disapjiear the season will be too far 
advanced for a fresh sowing. 'There will 
bo no time to allow either grain or roots 
to mature. Is it any wonder, then, that 
California or Oregon flour is lauded at 
every setllemont along this noble valley '? 
Absolutely the only means of subsistoneo 
left is the dairying. And here again tbe 
injury done by tho high water is very 
great. The dairying season is just nicely 
commenced before the water comes. In 
tbo month of May the feed is rich ard 
plentiful and tho supply of milk is abun- 
dant. But tho water comes early in Juno 
and continues for about a month. Tho 
supply of grass at the best ia shorteDod 
(this year it has utterly failed for tho 
inoantime). The cattlo are iu great dis- 
comfiirt and are much reduced iu condi- 
tion. 'The yield of niilkis very small and 
tho tlairy jiroducn is materially diminiflh- 
od for all tho rest of the season* And be- 
sides nil thiia the supply of * t^intor food, 
which must bo harvested, ismuoh injured 
both in quantity and ([uality. Tho iiijurr 
done to pasturage and tho hay crop ren- 
ders it almost impossible to got cattle into 
condition for the bi^of market. From all 
this it will bo soon that tho ono groat evil 
with which our farmers hero have to con- 
tend is tho overflow of tho Fraser. No- 
thing could be more Batisfaotory than tho 
appearunco and rapid growth of tho grass 
and of both Held and garden crops up to 
tlrn time that the water caino and buviod 
them out of sight. 

Wo feel greatly obliged to you, Mr. 
Editor, for pointing out in the article al- 
ready referred to that i^hs- not want of 
thrift on tho part of tbe settler which is 
the oci^asion of tho importation of foreigo 
flour. Wo feel Hoiuewhat keenly any suoh 
unmerited thrust. If your "friend' know 
our circuinstancos and dilDculties, our 
toils aud disaiipointmeuts in our endea- 
vors to succeed in life, and to establish 
ouraolvos in ^bomes of comfort (than 
which there . owi ..ceilainly be no 
moro hoDorable or more laudable 
ambition) he woitld not have ^loty:c!4 



seif to refloct upon us as thriftlosfl. Wa 
are glad, too, that you havo pointed out 
tho nature oitho htdp required, viz., dyk- 
ing. And iu this case the work, on ex- 
amination bv a coreful and comiietent 
ener"ieer^will ,.]^e,: found to present no 
ifff^tdimoolty.. ^Ijllfjjigi can bo dono 
en snhb a large scale in other countries 
ns for instancG along the banks of the 
Lower Jlississippi; or such apparently 
forlorn enterprises as wresting the earth 
from tho domain of the sooj in reclaiming 
tho Znydor Zee by the pj^'ybrnifaent of Hol- 
land, in and all .Buolf.oaaea with such im- 
mense advantages to the country and with 
such jirbfita' OS matters of spooulation, 
why should not some praoticablo Bobame 
be at once set on foot to reclaim tho 
large tracts of most valuable land from 
annual and dostrnotivo inundation ? 

Yon have also indicated the means re- 
quisite to the acobmplishment of the 
work. Capital is n66dedV' Oiilf '.dilKculties, 
certainly, make it evide'nt 'enough why 
we have not the capital ourselves; and re- 
cognizing this you have suggested tho 
sowog-ol our aid— the Government. And 
yon have done this cordially and outspok- 
enly from a conviction of the. right of the 
matter, undeterred by any fear of a ory 
being. raised against gOvemmetitliCAssiat- 
^f?? ^?^9 extended ETioh ^djeots. 
Sowjfeply do you remark that "had the 
pnblio money that was wasted on the 
'GWhd Trunk road* through Westminster 
district boon expended in dykiogthelande 
of the district farmers would not nbw be 
found deserting their houses and farms 
and seeking personal saftity by 'ffight to 
hills, nor would they consume imported 
Hour." Against the building of railways 
and the judicious eonstruction of much 
needed roads through newer jiarts of our 
country wo certainly have nothing to say; 
but it must bo evident to all who give the 
mutter n moment's thought that .such 
works are only mediately remnnerative. 
Tho real, material prosperitytof 'a'fcbuntry 
dopouda not on what is expended in it 
but on what is produced. Roads are ne- 
cessary; and they aro advantageous as 
they alford facilities for developing the 
resources of tho country. But the farms 
remain to .ho cleared after roac's are built 
before they increase iu value by produc- 
tiveness and improvements. But dyking 
is all the clearing which prairies require 
and ia therefore one degree nearer to be- 
ing remunerative than road-building. Br 
dyking, valuable lauds are rendered at 
once available for settlement, and may be 
sold at a price which would at oncojrepay 
the cost at which they are redeemed, for 
the single reason that such lands wonld in 
a singlo year largely remunerate the pur- 
oh»u?ef, . Tl^e. high prices of most articles 
produced, and the largo crops yielded 
mako land valuable in this beyond most 
now countries. The undersigned three 
years ago harvested on his farm sixty-six 
tons of wheat worth at ,loa>it i.$2,^^: but 
this year and last tho crops sowed' ' have 
been entirely destroyed by tbe flood. Two 
miles of moderate dyking would secure 
this whole prairie from the mountain wa- 
ters; and if this point were gained this 
prairie alone, it is not too much to say, 
would produce flour equivalent to the to- 



tal consumption of the Alainland*

reoliiimed and at present unoccupied land 
on our prairie at the merely nominal prioa 
of five dollars per acre would moro than 
defray tho total cost of dyking. But what 
is five dollars per iw^ro for euoh land'/^ 
Freed from water it is easily worth fifty 
doUarg por acre of any man's moH^j^ and 
would bo a cheaper investment than a free 
pre-emption of timber land, on account of 
thecoSt of clearing the latter and leaving 
out of the account the length ol timo be- 
fore, in tho latter case, tho land would be- , 
come productive. But thosa who are al- ' 
ready hero and who are from year to year 
such heavy sufferers woold^ 9l<^4lyA ™*f 
their full share of tke bBrden,'snoniB' their 
conviction of its feasibility and of the 
valne of the land which would bo thus 
redeemed. To n man, they will bind 
thomsolves to pay in equitable instalments 
their just proportion of the whole cost of 
tho work. 'They are not unwilling to help 
thomsolves; thero is no'*want '&rift" on 
their part; but they really are not'equal to 
such an undertaking without govcrmental 
assistance. 

Tho case of Qio new settlers in the 
Choatn section is indeed a hard one. 
Many of them have obtained pre-emptions 
and built houses, and at a great cost of 
abor had managed to get in •' their first 
narrow crop; and now when thdir Tjneans 
are exhaiistod, their hopes are blasted; 
their crop is all destroyed. The water 
this year being so extraordinary the same 
necessity does not perhaps ordinarily exist 
for dyking iu their case as in ours; and it 
])oriiaps presents insuperable obstacles to 
dyking. But present help in their ex- 
tremity would be afforded . them: ?conId 
some feasible project be at once inaugu- 
rated for dyking our prnJ-iQ i^y which em- 
ployment conld bo alTorded them in their 
almost immediate neighborhood. Wo 
trust that by our present practical and en- 
terprising Government some projeet may 
bo initiated or helped 'which .will At|[ onoa 
and eirectually prevent a repetition of the 
terrible destruction wfiiot) t^A water has 
this year occasioned. Siaveral members of 
the lato Government, we believe, gave tho 
matter a degree of earnest attention, and 
had they continued in jiower would per- 
haps have embodied in efliciont action 
their conviction of itp.Rftqeilsity and im- 
portance.
